DECLARE IN FAVOR OF UNION, 


Important Action Taken by the Synod of 
the Reformed Church. 

PirrspurG, Pu., June 5.—[Special.]—The 
proceedings in the reformed Presbyterian 
synod today were the speeches of Drs. George 
and McAllister in defense of the suspension of 
the six ministers accused of heresy. During 
the former’s remarks he indirectly observed 
that the Revs. J. F. Carson and E. M. Milligan 
had lied in speaking of the flrst meeting where 
the famous .  east-end platform was 
formed, Both ministers angrily demand- 
ed an explanation and à retraction. 
The Rev. Mr. Carson declared his 
assertion was under oath, and he stood ready 
to back it. Dr. George afterward wiggled out 
of his statement. Dr. McAllister’s argument 
will not be finished until tomorrow. His 
speech is mainly citations from the laws of 
the church to show that the suspension of the 
preachers is perfectly justifiable. It has bee. 
‘determined by the Judicial committee of the 
synod that four more ministers, the Revs. J. 
F. Carson, J. C. K. Milligan, and N. M. 
Thompson of New York, and J. S. L. Milligan 
of Kansas will be libeled. They will be 
charged with the sin and scandal of dissemi- 
nating through the church heretical teachings 
and covenant-breaking ideas. 

Paitspe trai, Pa., June 5.—The first busi- 
ness session of the Synod of the Reformed 
Church (German) in the United States, con- 
vened in special meeting, was held here today. 
The object of the convention is two-fold: 
First, to receive the report of the joint com- 
mission looking toward a union of the Re- 
formed Chureh (German) in the United 
States and the Reformed Church (Dutch) in 
America: and secondly, to consider a com- 
munication from a committee of the General 
Asseinbly of the Presbyterian Church of the 
United States of America in regard to a con- 
sensus creed for the use of the reformed 
churches holding the Presbyterian system. 

The terms of union reported include the 
formation of a Federal Synod, to be constitut- 
ed by an equal number of delegates to be ap- 
pointed by the General Synod of each church. 
It states that each denomination entering into 
the union shall retain its distinct individual - 
ity as well as every power, which is not by the 
constitution expressly delegated to the body 
hereby constituted, and faith and credit shall 
be given by each to the acts, proceedings, and 
record of the duly constituted authorities of 
the other. For the management of certain 
common interests of these federated churches 
an ecclesiastical assembly is constituted, to 
be known as the Federated Synod of the Re- 
formed Churches, to consist of sixteen mirtis- 
ters and sixteen elders from each of the con- 
stituent denominations.

BRUTAL MURDER BY A HIGHWAYMAN. 
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HARVARD BOYSSHELLOUT 


ACOUSED OF MAINTAINING A LIQUOR 
* NUISANCE, 


Twenty-five Members of the Alpha Delta 


Phi Society Arraigned in a Cambridge 
Police Court and Fined $65 Apiece for 
Having Spirituous Refreshments Ex- 
posed for Sale in Their Club-Heuse— 
Beloit College Seniors Fight the Fresh- 
men and Eat Their Annual Banquet. 


Boston, Mass., June 5. Special. Harvard 
students contributed $1,625 today towards the 
support of the courts of Cambridge. This 
contribution, however, is the result of no ex- 
traordinary streak of benevolence on the part 
of the boys, but rather the stress of circum- 
stances. The contributors included the mem- 
bers of the Alpha Delta Phi Society, one of 
the aristocratic clubs of the college, and the 
cause of their generosity was the seizure by 
the Cambridge police of a bountiful stock of 
liquors at their handsome club-house on 
Plympton street. JudgeSanger, before whom 
the students were called to answer to the 
charge of maintaining a liquor nuisance, said 
to.the boys that he must treat their case just 
as he would those of any other offenders. 
Said he: 

“The members of the Alpha Delta Phi are 
here today to answer to the charge of keeping 
and exposing liquors, The law says that 
members of clubs keeping or exposing liquors 
for sale in a no-license city or town, whether 
to members or those not in any way con- 
nected, are held liable for maintaining a 
nuisance. 

“ The students arraigned have probably in- 
tended purposely to violate the law, although 
they must have known that an offense of this 
kind 1s punishable by fine or imprisonment. 
That the club has carried on a large business 
in this line is proved by the atcount which has 
been kept of the various sales. While it is not 
a criminal offense to dispense liquor to mem- 
bers of the clubs, provided the same is pur- 
chased and paid for out of the club treasury. 
yet this case clearly indicates that the law was 
openly violated and the members must pay 
the penalty. Their cases will be dealt with 
the same as though they were in poorer cir- 
cumstances, although they should not expect 
the law to take a less lenient view of their 
cases because they attend Harvard Univer- 
sity.’ 

4 Paid Up Like Little Men. 

The Juige then imposed a fine of $65 on 
each and the offenders proceeded to come for- 
ward with their contributions. The first 
called was Arthur J. Comnock, the famed 
captain’ of the “‘’varsity football team, first 
marshal of the approaching class day and the 
general favorite of Harvard. 

„Guilty,“ was his quiet acknowledgment of 
membership, in testimony whereof he de- 
posited $65 in Clerk Little’s money box. 

“Is Stephen Van Rensselaer Crosby in 
court? was then asked. 

Stephen responded to his name, and despite 
the fact that he was third marshal of the class 
day exercises and famous as a great sprinter 
he came down with his $65 also. 

The fair-haired Dude,” otherwise known 
as Dudley I. Dean, the captain of the Varsity 
baseball nine, was the next victim and saw 
Cumnock’s lead, but declined to go higher 
than the suggested $65. 

L. A. Frothingham, who captained the last 
year’s fresLman nine and for good work got a 
place of honor on Capt. Dean’s team this 
year, smiled as his name was called, but 
marched to the front just the same, followed 
by Jacob Wendell Jr., the Francis Wilson of 
Harvard, and Bernie Trafford, the great full 
back of the football team.

Warned Not to Repeat the Offense: 

The money paid, the Judge warned the boys 
that a second offense would be punishable by 
itn prisonment and a fine of not less than $100. 

The students are indignant at the affair, as 
they claim the Cambridge police are blind to 
all the shortcomings of the citizens. but are 
ready to pounce on them at all times. The 
students fined are largely seniors, and the 
money can ill be spared, as commencement 
expenses and class-day spreads require a full 
pocketbook. 

The Alpha Delta Phi club at Harvard occu- 
pies an anomalous position, and this episode 
does not throw the odium upon that frater- 
oity asa whole. When the Greek societies 
were first started at Harvard they stood upon 
the same ground as the chapters in the other 
colleges. But gradually the social sentiment 
of the college began to turn in favor of class 
socials, and the fraternity chapters were 
forced to yield to this movement and drift 
with the tide rather than struggle against it. 
The result was that slowly but surely the 
Greek letter societies were weaned from their 
fraternities and became part and parcel of the 
Harvard class society system. 

Not in the Fraternity Fold. 

This was the case with the Alpha Delta Phi 
society. No formal edict of divorce has ever 
been issued by the Alpha Delta Phi fraternity 
against this chapter, although such action has 
been seriously considered several times and 
was brought up at last year’sconvention of the 
fraternity. For several years the Harvard 
chapter has taken no interest in the fraternity, 
has sent no delegates to its convention, and 
has tacitly cons@nted to be considered outside 
the fraternity fold. 

The present trouble may have the effect of a 
formal expulsion of the Harvard chapter from 
the fraternity from which it is now practically 
separated. Further trouble, however, is prob- 
ably in store for the students, this time the 
members of the Beta Phi, one of the most 
swell of the college clubs, being the victims. 
The police today visited their house on Church 
street and, although the members got wind of 
the policémen’s anticipated coming, sufficient 
liquor was disclosed. to warrant summoning 
in the Cambridge District Court tomorrow.

Iquique, Chile, June 5.—The Itata incident 
practically at an end. A prize crew from 
the United States cruiser Charleston went 
aboard the long-sought-for craft this morning 
and took formal possession of it. The steam-

How Senator Faller’s Mutual Savings Bank 
Bill Is Regarded. 

Senator Fuller’s Mutual Savings Bank bill 
has a great many warm friends in Chicago, 
particularly among the laboring classes. The 
action of the House Committee on Banks and 
Banking Thursday, recommending that the 
bill do not pass, was favorably received in 
Chicago. The general drift of public senti- 
ment was that the bill was a meritorious meas- 
ure, and that any substantial * pe to it 
must necessarily come from the trust con- 
cerns, who believe their monopoly would be 
interfered with if the bill became a law. 

W. R. Plum, an attorney who has some pro- 
fessional association with the measure, said 
yesterday: This bill passed the House during 
the session of 1887, but did not become a law 


because itdid not provide for its submission. 


to the people, as required by Sec. 5 of Art. 11 
of the State Constitution. This section 
provides that an act  authorizi or 
creating a corporation or association 
with banking powers must be submitted toa 
vote of the people at a general election next 
succeeding the passage of the law and be ap- 
proved by a majority of the votes so cast. A 
test case was brought as to whether the act 
provided for banks of discount within the 
meaning of the Constitution. The Supreme 
Court held that it did, and as the act of 1887 
did not provide for its submission it was ren- 
dered inoperative. The. present bill remedies 
this constitutional defect. I have yet to learn 
of the existence of any substantial objection to 
the passage of the bill in its present form.“ 
„As 1 understand it, this bill 88 a 
means for the poor man to save his mon 
secure interest on deposits, said a well- 
known Second District politician yesterday. 
“ These banks will be under the supervision 
of the State Auditor or some other State of- 
ficial. which will absolutely the depos- 
itors from imposition and loss. I do not re- 
call a feature of the bill that is not beneficial 
to the man who bas a dollar to save. I sur- 
mise Mr.McInerney will have some hard ques- 
tions to answer if he returns to his constituency 
for reélection.

RAISE THE WHISKY TAX TO ONE DOLLAR. 

The purchase dy the whisky trust of ‘the 
two Chicago distilleries which have been 
working independent of it forso many years 
leaves it practically without a rival. The huge 
trust monopoly thus created, however, will 
‘not be looked on by the people with that dis- 
trust or dread with which they eye other com- 
binations. They take slight interest in the 
matter. The managers of the trust say that 
prices will not be raised, but may be low- 
ered. The people ds a whole care but little 
if they are raised. There are many who think 
that the higher they are the better, and who 
believe with Hamilton that high taxation of 
whisky, which increases its price, is. the best 
way to check its consumption and thereby 
promote temperance. 

As the production is increasing in spite of 
the present charge of 90 cents a proof gailon, 
each galion being 530 per cent alcohol by vol- 
ume and 42.50 by weight, it is evident that the 
business can stand a little higher tax than it 
pays now. The total production of spirits for 
the last fiscal year was 109,275,000 gallons, or 
19,000,000 more than for the preceding year. 
At 90 cents a gallon spirits paid last year $98,- 
348,000. Yet there were no complaints heard 
about the high price of whisky. Those who 
wanted it seemed to manage to get it without 
trouble even in prohibition States. The com- 
modity can stand a little higher tax, and the 
more thoroughly the trust has the business in 
its hanas the more easily can that tax be paid 
‘by it. The work of distilling will de done in 
a smaller number of distilleries, which will 
use the most efficient and profitable methods 
of extracting the ‘* bug-juice’’ from the corn. 

When Congress meets this coming winter it 
ought to add 10 cents per gallon to the tax, 
making ita round dollar. This will render 
computation much easier and produce at least 


anything to the cost of collection or perhaps 
to the consumer. It will be a clear gain to 
the Treasury of a considerable sum. The ex- 
peuses of the Federal Government are grow- 
ing, and there may have to be miore revenue 
provided to meet them. The pension list is 
becoming larger every month, and the sugar 
bounty tax this coming year will require ten 
or eleven millions to pay it, and this 10 per 
cent additional on whisky would just do it. 

If the McKinley bill works as its authors 
hope the receipts from customis n not in- 
crease much more. 

The loss of the 60 millions of sugar duties 
makes a big hole in the revenues. The greater 
the necessity, then, for drawing on the other 
sources whence the government gets its in- 
come, The best of these is whisky, as no pro- 
tests will be poured in on. Congressmen by 
their constituents. The dritikers will not ob- 
ject, as an addition of 10 cents to a gallon of 
whisky will not change the retail price per 
glass. There are about sixty glasses to a gal- 
lon, and that would only be à raise of a cent 
10 cerits—per gallon as soon as it gets into 
working order this winter, making the tax an 
even dollar per gallon.

PHILLIPS BROOKS’ CONFIRMATION. 

It will be gratifying to the large majority 
of the members of the Episcopalian denomi- 
nation and to every one cutside of it that the 
confirmation of Bishop-elect Phillips Brooks 
by the diocesan standing committees has 
deen secured. The result shows that the 
great body of the Episcopalians of the coun- 
try sympathizes with the choice made by the 
Episcopalians of Massachusetts by so large a 
vote over the high church candidate, and that 
they, as well as all others, love and admire 
the big-bodied, big-hearted, and broad-souled 
tector of Trinity. It is a triumph of broad, 
generous Christianity and humanity over the 
narrowness of ceremonial and the prejudices 
of dogmatism.. In view of the splendid result 
the few persons who attacked the great rector 
anonymously and slanderously should draw 
back into their shells and stay there. They 
cannot comprehend a man of Phillips Brooks’ 
caliber and quality. 

The consecration of Dr. Brooks now de- 
pends upon the House of Bishops, and unless 


la majority of the whole number, or thirty- 


four, give their consent, the Massachusetts 
Episeopalians will have to select another man. 
Will they refuse, however? Can they resist 
the pressure of the immense majority of the 
26,000 conimunicants in the Massachusetts 
diocese?

Is he 
indeed unworthy of that office because he has 
joined in serving his Master on the platform of 
other denominations than his own, in company 
with ministers of the same gospel, but upon whose 
heads—so say our opponentse—the apostolic es- 
sence has not been poured? This, too, at the 
close of the nineteenth century! To refuse the 
Bishopric in this case would leave a blot upon the 
church's history which centuries of pious works 
could not efface. 

Why does not the great army of faultfinders 
look to that evil which brings more danger to the 
church than these so-called heretic or unorthodox 
teachings? It is ritualiem, with its misleading 
superstitious doctrines, which drives large num- 
bers of the laity into other folds, whose absurd 
innovations rain a liturgy originally beautiful.

altimate ruin to the great cause of religion. 


THE SUGAR BOUNTY BUSINESS, | 

One of the worst provisions of the McKin- 
ley bill is that paying to every producer of 
sugar made from beets, sorghum,or sugar 
cane a bounty of 2 cents a pound, or $40 per 
ton—equal to the duty that was taken off im- 
ported raw sugars. The payment of these 
bounties begins July 1 of this year and runs 
till July 1, 1906, so as to saddle this system on 
the country for fifteen years and to enable the 
sugar planters te raise a huwl of broken 
faith if an attempt is made to do gl with 
it in order to save the taxpayers. 

At the time when Maj. McKinley oes, in 
spite of Biaine’s energetic. protests, throwing 
away the sugar duties with one hand and with 
the other taking these sugar bounties out of 
the Treasury he had just depleted, it was esti- 
mated by him and his assistants that these 
gratuities to a special interest would not ex- 
ceed seven million dollars a year. Last win- 
ter the then Secretary of the Treasury, a cau- 
tious man, said it would take a larger sum, 
and that a considerable appropriation would 
haveto be made to buy testing instruments 
and hire experts. 

This year’s Louisiana sugar crop will be the 
first one under this vicious bounty, and it is 
possible now to form some clearer idea as to 
what the Federal Government will have to 
pay out. A New Orleans dispatch says: 

Last year’s sugar crop was a large one—the 
largest, with one exception, ever raised in Louis- 


iana—but the planters expect or hope to do better 
this year. So far, 36 of the o42 planters in the State

Experiments have shown 
the possibilities of this, and the Western peoplo 
believe that it would be wise policy for the gov- 
ernment to expend its money in improvements of 
this nature rather than in the canal proposed. It 

is true, one object of the government's aid in the 


coast to protect our interests in time of war. 

This seems to show that the Colorado Sen- 
ator’s views have narrowed instead of broad- 
ened since he took his seat in the American 
House of Lords and that supposed local inter- 
ests have gained control over him to the ex- 
cfusion of national ones. 

The objections to the Federal aid irrigation 
plan which he champions are these: The ex- 
penditure will be for the local benefit of Colo- 
rado and the other arid regions. If the vast 
stretch of territory west of the 100th meridian 
is to be supplied with water it will take many 
times one hundred million dollars to do it. 
It the government begins advancing money 
to make farms moist it will be called on by 
farmers in the Valley of the Mississippi to 
make theirs dry. If it is proper to irngate 
farms in Colorado, and Wyoming, and New 
Mexico by government aid the farmers of 
Illinois, Indiana, and Michigan will demand 
that their wet lands be tile-drained with gov- 
ernment assistance. Where will this end? 
The farmers east of the hundredth meridian 
are not going to pay taxes to have millions of 
acres of land brought into cumpetition with 
theirs unless they too can get some sugar 
from the General Government. 

The Nicaragua Canal will be for the benefit 
of the whole Republic and not of a few mountain 
arid States. It will be as useful to the States 
on the Mississippi as to those on the Atlantic 
seaboard. Providing, asit will, a route which 
by competition will keep down the exactions 
of the Pacific railroads, it will be a benefit to 
Colorado and adjacent mountain States. It 
will increase the commerce of the whole 
country. It will enable the government to 
get along with a smaller navy and it will make 
the navy more efficient. In time of war with 
a foreign power the existence of that canal 
might save the United States tens of millions. 
That ship canal will enable our Atlantic and 
Gulf shipping to visit the ports on the Pacific, 
of both North and South America, and reach 
out after the trade in China, Japan, Australia, 
and the Indies! Imagination can hardly ex- 
ceed the possibilities that it opens up for en- 
larging profitable foreign markets to the com- 
merce of this country. 

The work should be carried on under State 

supervision in a systematic, deliberate 
method, In that way the work could be done 
economieally...If the Federal Government 
were to go at it, especially on the grand scale 
proposed by Senator Wolcott, at least half the 
money it spent would be frittered away and 
wasted. 

The Nicaragua ship canal expenditure is 
advisable for many strong reasons. Senator 
Wolcott was in the Senate when Mr. Sherman 
introduced his Nicaragua bill and explained 
its provisions and national necessity. He was 
in the Senate when the proposition of turning 
the arid lands over to the States was broached. 
How is it then that he can speak as he does in 
his interview? 

The careful surveys show that it will not 
cost over one hundred millions at the outside 
to Duild it, and its vast beuefits are assured. 
Neither the cost nor the benefits of the Sen- 
ator’s irrigation scheme are calculable from a 
national standpoint. If the government 
guarantees the canal bonds it can lose noth- 
ing, for it will not only have a first mortgage 
on the work, but the bill gives it a majority 
of the stock, which varries the control. Had 
it been secured in that way when it furnished 
the credit to build the Pacific roads, it would 
have now full security for its liabilities, and 
the people would have had far lower freight 
and passenger rates fur a quarter of a century 
past. 

The irrigation problem should be dealt with 
in another and better way than that proposed 
by Senator Wolcott. The arid lands should 
be given to the States in which they are lo- 
cated, as the swamp lands were—on condition 
that those States will use them to irrigate 
where itcan be done profitably. Of course, 
provision would have to be made that the 
beneficiaries did not abuse their trust; did 
not let these lands pass into the hands of mo- 
nopoly corporations, who would waste and 
pocket the proceeds thereof. 


THE KANSAS CITY GRAIN MEN. 

The Kansas City grain men are reported to 
have withdrawn their complaint against the 
through lines of railroad for discriminating 
against them by means of high local rates 
from the grain fields of the further West. It 
is said the railroads have given evidence of 
their desire to treat the merchants of that city 
fairly, and so the fight is given up. It is well 
that all injustice should be abolished, but this 
would hardly be done by accepting strictly the 
terms named by the Kansas City Journal. It 
says: Until the sum of the locals is made 
to equal the through rates Kansas City will 
not have justice from the railroads. Chicago 
men have never been able to obtain this conces- 
sion, and most of them think it unfair todemand 
it. The correct principle to apply there, here, 
and everywhere is that the difference between 
through and local rates for transportation 
over any named line shall be no greater than 
sufficient to remunerate the carrier for the ex- 
tra trouble or delay involved in the latter. If 
a line can deliver at ite terminus as cheaply to 
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place isso favored by location that it will do 
the largest share of a named business. It is

Lowpor, June 5.—An amusing incident is 
reported from Paris as having occurred at the 
race meeting at Auteuil yesterday. An En- 
glishman, whose French must have been that 
of the public schools, went to the Paris mutual 
booth and asked for 900 francs’ worth of tick- 
apillon Quatre. His pronunciation, 
however, was not sufficiently understood by 
the clerk in charge to enable him to carry out 
the wishes of his client. He understood that 
the individual wanted to back the horse whose 
name was number four on the list, as he could 
make out a resemblance between the word 
Quatre, meaning four, as the Englishman pro- 
nounced it. and the sound he in common with 
other Parisians give it.

RAILROAD OFFICIALS AND SHIPPERS 
INDICTED AT MEMPHIS, 


No Attention Was Paid to the Law ahd Re- 


dates Were Given and Accepted—A Nam- 
ber of Prominent Cotton Shippers in the 
Tolis—More Prosecutions Will Follow— 
The Fight Between Finley and the Al- 
ton Coming to a Focus—Other’ Railroad 
News. | : 


Shippers and merchants are beginning to 
find that the Inter-State Commerce law ap- 
plies to them as weil as to the railroad offi- 
cials, Uptoafew months ago no attention 
was paid to the law by shippers, who openly 
demanded rebates, drawbacks, and other spe- 
cial privileges, the soliciting as well as the 
giving of which is prohibited by the law. The 
cases against Counselman, Howell, Swift, and 
others last winter convinced the shippers 
in this section that they cannot violate the law 
without being made to answer for the offense. 
Southern shippers, however, and especially 
those engaged in the cotton traffic, failed to 
take warning and continued to connive with 
railroad officials in order to secure special 
rates. The attention of the Inter-State. Com- 
merce Commission was called to these prac- 
tices some time ago, and Special Agent 
Kretschmar was directed to make an inveatiga- 
tion. His labors resulted in the discovery that a 
regular conspiracy existed between cotton 
shippers at Memphis and certain railroad 
officials for the manipulation of cotton rates, 


and the matter was laid before the Federal. 


grand jury at that point. which has been hear- 
ing evidence this week. number of promi- 
nent railroad officials shippers were sum- 
moned and gave their evidence. The investi- 
ation closed yesterday and the grand jury

FINLEY WANTS STATISTICS. 


The Alton Not Having Appealed He Pro- 
poses Taking Further Steps. 
Chairman Fialey of the Western Passenger 
Association notified General Passenger Agent 
Chariton of the Alton yesterday that the time 
allowed for appeal from the decision of the 
Chairinan against the Alton in the matter of 
the latter’s refusal to comply with the order 
to advance rates between St. Louis and Chi- 
cago and Kanses City and St. Louis had ex- 
pired June 3, and requesting him at once to 
furnish him (Finley) with a statement show- 
ing the number of tickets sold by the Alton 
between the time the order should have gone 
into effect and June 3 in order to enable him 
to compute the total penalty and take such 
further action in the matter as might be 
necessary to enforce the agréemént. Mr. 
Chariton has not. decided whether to con- 
sign Mr. Finley’s communication to 
the waste-basket or to write a  let- 
telling him in plain terms 
the Alton has no idea of paying the $20,000 or 
more the fine amounts to. As Mr. Charlton 
never lets pass an opportunity to write a let- 
ter, it is quite probable Mr. Finley will get an 
answer to his communication today, and it

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After coming to 
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Louisa of Austria, who became 

after Josephine had been sacrificed 
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perceiving in the distance the rays of

announced from Europe, had a career full of 
adventure. She was a bareback rider, and for 
several years was the magnet which drew haif 
of Berlin's gilded youth to the Circus Renz. 
Many years ago she first drew the attention of 
ail European society to herself by fascinating 
a wealthy Prince of Vienna, wheedling from 
him immense sums of money, and eventually 
delivering him entirely into the hands of his 
creditors, The Prince’s friends and relatives 
rescued him with difficulty from disgrace, 
ee and escorted his charmer to the 
ustro-German boundary. * _ 

Banished from the Queen City of the Ger- 
man world Mercedes reluctantly chose the 
next best field for women of her qualities. 
She took an engagement in Berlin. She daz- 
med every man in Prussian high life, from 
Counts and Dukes down to millionaires. 
Hearts and gold were laid before her nightly. 
She lived like a queen, threw money right 
and left to the worthy and unwortby poor, 
and took a rejected titled lover’s with reck- 
less fickleness. Her flat. near the Branden- 
burger Gate was a marvel of luxury, which 
Berliners who were in the current of thos 
days still tell about. She had unlimited credit 
on four or five old Prussian names at 
houses of the most fashionable jewelers on 
Unter den Linden. She kept her own stables 
and drove through the Thiergarten daily in 
equipages which the Hohenzollerns micht 
have envied her : 

With all her big game, however, she was un- 
wise enough to allow a young cavalry. officer 
of modest fortune to become entangled in her 
net, She led him on till he had squandered 
on her ail the money which he could raise 
honestly and dishonestly and d had be- 
come public. Then she threw him over and 
he shot himself. The catastrophe was fatal to 
her in.Berlin. She was warned by the young 
officer’s friends to leave and she left. But she 
did not go unavenged. She took with her an 
18-year-old Count. The pair were caught at 
Kissi The young knight was accom- 

nied b licemen back to his family in 

rlin Mile. Mercedes was placed on trial 
for abducting him. She was acquitted, joined 
an Italian troupe, and came to America. 

Her adventures in this country are said to 
have been about as follows: A rich young man 
loved ** and wished 5 * er sat a 
cepted his proposal an y went through 
— of a marri After a few weeks Mlle. 

ercedes learned that she, the queen of swin- 
dlers, had been swindled; that the priest who 

marri service was no priest at — 
out a friend of r friend atti in eleric 
garb; and that her supposititious spouse was 
about to slip from her grip before she would 
of his money. 
She shot him several times one evening, then 
hurried on beard a Cunarder, and six weeks 
later was in a Paris hotel, with no one to 
trouble her. Such, at least, is the European 
story of her short transatlantic life. 

In Paris she had her first and last love. A 
wealthy Turkish officer in the diplomatic serv- 
ice of Sultan was the object of it. They 
lived ther pily for some time. 
was faithful to him and he adored her, so for 
many months it seemed as if the heroine of a 
thousand debauches had settled down to an 
honest life. Her happiness was ended by the 
b ing out of the Turko-Russian war. Her 
officer went home to enter active service. She 
accompanied him to Constantinople, attired 
herself there asa cavalryman, and rode be- 
hind him onthe march and in battle. She 
watched him in the fight, twice saved his life 
during a combat at close quarters, and when 
he was pierced through the side with a Rus- 
sian bullet she nursed Imm till shé and 
the other nurses thought him dead.. Before 
withdrawing from the Turkish service she 
too, was severely wounded, but recovered 
after five weeks in a hospital. She was again 
sound in body, but the little bit of a heart, 
which the Turkish officer alone had been able 
to find, had been left at his hospital bedside. 

She traveled from city to city on the conti- 
nent with various circus companies, swindling, 
breaking hearts, and ruining lives as in her 
Vienna and Berlin days. She became the 
terror, of all high-boru papas whose sons knew 
the great towns, for wherever she 5 ge 
every young man who cared for life and 
beautiful women hastened to seek an oppor- 
tunity to find favor in her wonderful eyes.

A BRANCH OF PRACTICAL KNOWL- 
EDGE WORTH THEIR ATTENTION. 


ne Trade About Which Every House- 
keeper Should Have Some Slight Infor- 
mation and Into Which Women Have 
Never Entered—The Fair Sex Should 
Study Plumbing—How the Cleanliness 


and Sanitary Condition of the Household 
Depend Upon the Work in This Line. 

New York Post: What do women know of 
plumbing? Politics, the ‘professions, trades 
innumerable, questions of finance and of polit- 
ical economy—all are grappléd by the fem- 
inine mind. Women’s clubs abound, the 
avowed object of which is the all-around ad- 
vancement of the members in questions per- 
taining first to the home and then to the well- 
being of society at large. It is a question, 
however—if one may dare to say so—whether 
the many and often vexing problems relative 
to home economics are attacked with any- 
thing like the enthusiasm bestowed on 
woman’s equality with man, woman’s 
suffrage, the higher education of woman, 
and like questions. That astonishing prog- 
ress has been made by women during the 
last half century is an incontrovertible fact. 
Nevertheless, the advance has been greater 
along almost any other avenue than that ap- 


of the improved appliances placed at their dis- 
posal in the modern dwelling, even if in the 
ordinary departments of housekeeping a ret- 

e rather than a progressive movement 
has not taken place. It may be doubted 
whether the old-fashioned housekeeper, to 
whom women's clubs were unknown, was not 
the superior of her more advanced sister 
as a practical and painstaking mand@fer. 

In considering the requirements of modern 
housékeeping, take for instance, one feature— 
that of plumbing. Scarcely a_ household but 
has experienced the ilis resulting from burst- 
ing or leaking pipes—iils which entail greater 
inconvenience to the feminine,than to the 
masculine members of the family; therefore 
it should naturally follow that the mistress 
would be specially interested in preventing or 
ameliorati such disasters, and that the 
subject would receive at least a portion of the 
intelligent thought she is so willing to bestow 
in other directions. It is a lamentable fact, 
however, that in an emergency not one woman 
in fifty knows how to turn off the water- 
supply, not to speak of arresting a leak, of no 
matter how infinitesimal proportions. * 

In conversation with several leading plumb- 
ers, edch gave as a result of his experience 
the opinion that women are wofully ignorant 
where plumbing is concerned. One declared: 
1 have on several occasions given plain 
directions how to actin case of a leak or other 
casualty until the plumber arrived, but as 
often have found when the time for action 
came they had been entirely forgotten. Even 
the simple expedient of turn on water 
in the kitchen or laundry. which of course 
would ores) its running to the upper floors, 
is usually quite overlooked.” Anot said: 
J never have any success in explaining the 
intricacies of plumbing to a woman, whereas 
to the masculine contingent I have no diffi- 
culty.”” From this it would seem that the in- 
telligence of woman is unable to cope with 
what is so easily understood by man. A third

ear that the hot-water boiler will collapse if 
the water is cut off, and for this reason as 
much as any they hesitate about tampering 
with the faucets; whereas a very slight knowl- 
edge of the subject would convince them that 
if in conjunction with turning off the water 
the sink faucets are opened, so that air can 
reach the boiler, no dam can result.“ 
While each plumber admi that a knowl- 
edge of the fundamental principles of plumb- 
ing on the of women would often save 
considerable expense and damage none was 
enthusiastic, evidently prefe ignorance 
to an enlightenment which would perhaps 
curtail his opportunities, : 

A woman, bright and intelligent to an un- 
usual degree, was asked —— her knowl- 
edge of plumbing. Said she: I am sorry to 
confess I know nothing whatever about the 
plumbing of this house. I do know, however, 
that the pipes very frequently need attention 
and that what appears to be a very tiny leak 
often necessitates tearing up the floors, a t 
amount of labor, and a oe poser gy, od arge 
bill. I have often thought I would like to un- 
derstand a little about the matter, but as often 
have dismissed the thought, pleading with 
myself lack of time and opportunity.” 1 
am confident, declared the occupant of a 
house up-town, if I had known how to use a 
soldering-iron 1 might have been saved —

mo time the hot-water pipe in my 
wash closet leaked slightly at a turn 
in the pipe near floor. The leak 
was 60 small by making a 
plaster of soap and applying it I prevented 
any damage to the floor. s day, however, 
when it was n to send for a plumber 
to do work in the lower part of the house I 
asked him to take a look at the pipe in ques- 
tion. Asa result the different sections were 
taken apart and put together again, and the 
floor was taken up, the whole making a job of 
some hours’ duration.

Now. if left to me, I should 
through sheer ignorance be obliged to accede 
to any proposition, even though it involved 
pulling up every plank in the house.” 

It seems no general rule beyond allowing the 
water to escape in the lower part of the house 
can be laid down for emergencies, the plumb- 
ing in various houses differing so greatly ; con- 

uently for practical purposes each house- 
holder should become familiar with the distin- 
guishing features of her own system. 

At the trade schools, First avenue and Sixty- 
seventh street, the number of young men at- 
tending the plumbing class is almost double 
that in any other, thereby indicating the 
great demand for such workmen, In con- 
versation with the head of the schools and 
with the manager of the plumbing class, both 
expr themselves in favor of women ac- 
quiring some knowledge of the science of 
plumbing. Said the latter: I should con- 
sider the practice of plumbing in all its 
branches heavy and disagreeable work for a 
woman, but a knowledge of the theoretical 
part would be invaluable from asanitary point 
of view if from no other, causing her to de- 
tect imperfections which, when neglected, are 
often a prolific source of so- malarial 
maladies.” In a to a question he re- 
plied: *“‘ Undoubtedly women can be taught 
to stop a leak, provided they don’t mind 
burning their fingers in the process.” 
“As a rule,” he continued, “women are 
called upon to oversee the plumbing. of their 
houses to a much greater extent than 
men. In nearly every case the application for 
a plumper comes through a woman and fre- 
quently the workman never meets the master 
of the house at all.“ As tion that the 
autumn course of lectures in plumbing should 
be open to women, ani that in addition prac- 
tical class instruction should be given in the 
primary principles of plumbing—instruction 
which would bear directly on the ordinery 

old exigencies—was not un favorably re- 
ceived. I can readily agree,“ said the pro- 
prietor, “that women shall be admitted to 
the lectures, and if a sufficient number should 
desire p cal instruction to make it worth 
while to form ac I have no doubt their
